NEW YORK, May 0.—B. G. Dun & 


Co.'s weekly review of trade, published 
this morning, says: 


Had business la Wall street been unsound or 


unhealthy, the collapse of prices during tbs 
past week might have camed a panic. Nearly 
all stocks fell, but the Industrial! were most 
seriously depressed, while the average decline 
tn nil stocks was about 166 par share {or the 
week, Cordage (ell 88 points; Sugar 40 and 
Manhattan 26. Several ialtures oeourred with* 
out general disturbance, and the appointment 
of receivers for the Cordage company was In 
some sense a relief. Other speculative mar- 
kets are on the whole rather stronger than a 
week ago, and the business of the country, 
though by no means equal to expectations, 13 
not as yet greatly disturbed by the condition 
of the money markets. Gold still goes abroa.l, 
but the treasury has not lost materially In re- 
serve during the week. At nearly all points 
the backward season and the bad weather, ' 
with slow collections, gives cause of com- 
plaint.
